ISRAEL  AND  HER  RIGHT 
TO  EXIST

I  did  some  research  on 
the  hisory  and  evolution 
of  Israel  because  I,  felt 
there  were  alot  of  myths 
circulating  about  it.  Some 
of  the  facts  I  discovered 
surprised  me;  some  did  not. 
Here  is  basically  a  summary 
of  what  I  found. 

In  the  mid-19th  century, 
the  word  "Zionism"  was  gi- 
ven to  the  organized  move- 
ment to  establish  a  Jewish 
state  in  Palestine.  Since 
the  fall  of  the  Second  Tem- 
ple in  Jerusalem  in  70  A.D. 
it  has  been  the  hope, dream.

and  plan  of  the  Jews  to  re- 
turn to  Palestine  and  esta- 
blish a  Jewish  state,  Thro- 
oughout  those  many  centur- 
ies, there  has  always  re- 
mained some  Jewish  se-ttle- 

ments  in  Palestine, 

During  the  period  of  the 
late  19th  century  until  Wo- 
rld War  I  broke  out,  the 
Zionist  movment, although 
it  had  support, was  small 
and  f actionalized.  With  the 
Russian  Revolution  and  the 
outbreak  of  World  War  I, 
Jews  slowly  began  to  trick- 
le into  Palestine. 

After  the  defeat  of  the 
Turks  and  the  Axis  Powers 
by  the  Allies  in  World  War 
I,  Britain  was  given  a  man- 
date over  Palestine  by  the 
League  of  Nations. With  this 
mandate, Jews  purchased  land 
in  Palestine  from  the  Arabs 
and  Britain  and  began  to 
establish  settlements  along 
the  northern  Mediterranean 
corridor . 

On  November  2,1917,  Bri- 
tain gave  credence  to  the 
Zionists  with  the  Balfour 
Declaration  which  stated 
•that  a  Jewish  homeland  sho- 
uld be  made  out  of  a  small 
portion  of  the  region  of 
Palestine.  It  should  be  no- 
ted here  that  there  was  no 
national  government  in  the 
Pa lestine  region.

WHAT'S  THE  PURPOSE  OF  THE 
BRE  CONFERENCES?

BRE  conferences  are  geared 
towards  both  the  people 
who  are  in  the  record  bus- 
iness as  well  as  those  who 
are  in  radio.  Now,  this 
is  alittle  difficult  to 
do  because  although  they 
both  have  a  common  inter- 
est in  music,  they  both 
have  different  goals.  On 
the  one  hand,  record  com- 
panies want  to  get  as  much 
air  play  as  they  can  to 
sell  records.  And  on  the 
other,  radio  stations  are 
trying  to  use  records  as 
a  way  to  build  auoiences. 


After  Hitler's  rise  to 
power  in  Germany  until  the 
end  of  World  War  II, Jews 
who  fled  the  Nazi  holocaust 
found  they  had  nowhere  to 
go.  Many  found  their  way 
to  the  only  place  they  co- 
uld call  home  -  Palestine. 
By  19^7  there  were  approxi- 
mately 250,000  Jews  in  Pal- 
estine, 

In  May  19^7,  the  United 
Nations  appointed  a  commi- 
ttee to  study  th«situation 
in  Palestine.  The  seven  na- 
tion committee  concluded 
that  a  Jewish/Arab  parti- 
tion was  the  best  solution 
to  the  growing  conflict 
there . 

On  May  U.  1968,  Israel 
declared  her  independence 
and  on  May  16,  19A8  the  UN 
recognized  her  sovereignty. 
War  was  then  declared  on 
Israel  by  her  Arab  neigh- 
bors. 

The  continuing  non-rec- 
ognition of  Israel's  right 
to  exist  by  Palestinians 
and  Arabs  is  a  delusion,., 
just  like  the  United  States 
non-recognition  of  the 
Peoples  Republic  of  China 
was.  In  fact, their  willing- 
ness to  wage  wars  against 
Israel  is  the  major  cause 
of  displacement  of  Pales- 
tinians, and  has  actually 
kept  the  Palestinians  from 
fully  prospering  in  areas 
such  as  heal th , nut rit ion , 
and  educa t  ion .

But  are  the  reforms  that 
have  occurred  in  birthing 
in  the  U.S.  enough?  While 
many  specific  issues  continue 
to  rise  to  the  surface  from 
routine  episiotomies,  Cesar- 
ean birth  rate,  and  separa- 
tion of  baby  from  Mother 
after  birth,  at  the  heart  of 
these  issues  seems  to  be  a 
more  fundamental  one:  what 
is  our  understanding  of  birth 
and  where  does  the  control 
over  the  birth  process  lie? 
Where  should  it   lie? 

One  of  the  most  hotly 
debated  issues  currently  is 
home  birth  vs.  hospital  birth 
and  the  role  of  midwives. 
While  home  birth  has  always 
been  a  reality  for  poor  wo- 
men, whether  in  the  fields 
or  rural  areas  of  the  south, 
and  has  been  associated  with 
lack  of  pre-natal  care,  there 
is  now  a  growing  number  of 
women  who  have  both  the 
money  for  and  access  to 
the  most  advanced  medical 
care  choosing  instead  to 
have  their  babies  in  their 
own  homes.  Why?  Control 
over  the  birth  process?  The 
ability  for  the  woman  herself 
to  direct  the  birth  process 
and  not  be  worried  about 
unwelcome  interventions  by 
hospital  staff  who  may  not 
be  sensitive  to  the  laboring 
woman's  desires  to  welcome 
her  baby  into  the  world  in 
a    warm     and    loving    atmos- 


phere.      Add    to    this    factor 
the     fact     that     medical     and 
hosiptal     costs     are    growing, 
that    alternative    birthing   ce- 
nters and  midwives  are  more 
cost     efficient     ways    to    de- 
liver   health    care,    and    that 
obstetricians    are   plagued   by 
skyrocketing    malpractice     in- 
surance,  and  it  totals  a  very 
pressing     need     to     alter    the 
approach  to  the  management 
of   pregnancy   that   has  devel- 
oped in  the  West  in  the  past 
50  years. 

To  invert  an  old  saying: 
can  we  save  the  baby  and 
only  dispose  of  the  bath  wa- 
ter? Can  we  hold  on  to 
those  medical  developments 
which  have  decreased  infant 
and  maternal  mortality  while 
reserving  the  use  of  these 
techniques  to  births  where 
they  are  truly  required?  To 
date,  the  only  way  into  this 
world  is  through  a  woman's 
body. ..will  control  over  the 
birth  process  be  recognized 
as  resting  with  women?

Houston   is  the  proud 

home  of  the  Juneteenth 
Blues  Festival,  billed  as 
the  biggest  blues  festival 
in  the  world.  The  festival 
brings  together  some  of  the 
top  names  in  the  blues 
field  for  a  series  of  out- 
door concerts.  Artists  who 
have  appeared  in  previous 
years  include  Big  Mama 
Thornton,  Taj  fHahal,  Eddie 
"Cleanhead"  Vinson,  Koko 
Taylor,  Lightenin'  Hopkins, 
John  Lee  Hooker,  and  Muddy 
Waters . 

To   help   carry   this 
blues   tradition   to   wider 


audiences,  KPFT  has  record- 
ed this  year's  festival  for 
national  distribution  on 
the  NPR  satellite. 

Currently  we  are  in 
the  post-production  phase, 
which  involves  mixing  to- 
gether music  and  inter- 
views. The  final  product 
will  include  10  one-hour 
programs,  each  featuring 
a  different  band,  and  one 
compilation  tape  with  a 
mixture.

Broadcasters  in  this  coun- 
try have  created  for  them- 
selves an  aura  of  glamorous 
unapproachabillty.  They  have 
conditioned  us  to  accept 
disembodied  voices  and  ma- 
gical images  emanating  from 
our  radios  and  televisions. 
We  have  become  so  mesmer- 
ized by  electronic  sorcery 
that  we  feel  powerless  to 
affect  what  we  see  and  hear. 
Valued  by  commercial  broad- 
casters only  as  consumers, 
we  have  come  to  believe 
that  our  relationship  to  med- 
ia can  only  be  passive  and 
non-participatory.  But  it 
does  not  have  to  be  that 
way. 

Here  at  KPFT  we  believe 
in  human  radio-  people  com- 
municating with  people.  We 
take  the  revolutionary  pos- 
ture of  actively  encouraging 
people  to  come  to  the  sta- 
tion and  to  become  involved 
in  all  aspects  of  our  opera- 
tion. We  believe  that  the 
magic  of  radio  need  not 
be  restricted  to  graduates 
of  broadcast  schools.  It  is 
in  the  interests  of  radio 
professionals  to  create  a 
mystique  about  broadcasting, 
but  community  radio  has 
proved  that  good  radio  can 
be  created  by  people  from 
all  walks  of  life,  without 
broadcast  school  training. 
In    fact,    learning    to    operate 


a  radio  board  is  about  as 
easy  to  learn  as  driving  a 
car:  the  basic  functions  are 
quickly  grasped,  and  almost 
anyone  can  become  comfort- 
able with  it  with  practice. 
By  making  our  resources 
available  to  "citizen  produ- 
cers", we  open  the  airwaves 
to  a  wide  variety  of  inter- 
ests and  points  of  views 
that  would  otherwise  never 
be  expressed  or  heard.  You 
can  know  at  KPFT  that 
a  person  sits  behind  the 
microphone  and  not  a  robot 
with  a  beautiful  voice.  We 
are  proud  of  the  fact  that 
we  sound  diversified,  unpre- 
dictable, and  sometimes  off 
the  wall  —as  is  the  Houston 
community.  We  have  no  de- 
sire to  be  homogenized,  cal- 
culated, and  slick. 

Access  is  a  strange  idea- 
access  to  make  a  radio  sta- 
tion available  to  anyone  who 
has  a  need  to  communicate. 
It  is  such  a  strange  idea, 
and  so  contrary  to  every- 
thing we  have  learned  about 
media,  that  many  people 
don't  believe  it.  They  don't 
believe  that  a  radio  station 
will  actually  let  them  on 
the  air  to  say  what  they 
want  to  say;  or  to  become 
involved  in  the  administra- 
tion and  management  of 
the  station.  The  people  most

Our   good   friends  in 
Washington,   the   Federal 
Communications  Commission, 
have  been  deregulating  the 
communications     industry 
at  a  feverish  pace  lately. 
There  are  a  couple  of  re- 
cent deuelopmnets  you 
should  knoiij  about. 

The  first  is  the  pro- 
posed dropping  of  the  so- 
called  "Rule  of  Seven." 
This  rule  prevents  com- 
mercial broadcasters  from 
owning  more  than  seven  of 
each  type  of  broadcast 
station  (AM,  Fm  and  Tele- 
vision).  -At  press  time. 


I  learned  that  the  FCC  did 
change  the  "Rule  of  Seven" 
to  the  "Rule  of  Twelve". 
By  raising  this  limit  to 
12  stations,  the  FCC,  as 
one   trade   magazine   says 
will  set  off  "a  buying-and 
-selling  spree"  in  the 
market . 

In  the  past,  this 
rule  has  prevented  the  big 
companies  from  taking  over 
the  industry  and  did 
serve  to  keep  broadcast- 
ing more  diverse  and  re- 
gional than  it  will  be 
when  the  people  with  the 
most   money   buy   the   best 
-  station  in  the  biggest 
cities  and  apply  their 
corporate   mentalities   to 
broadcasting . 

Incidentally,  the  FCC 
had  already  dropped  re- 
quirements  that   mandated 
a  certain  amount  of  news 
and  public  affairs  pro- 
grams in  television  sche- 
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dules,  and  eliminated 
rules  limiting  commercial 
time.   It  is  expected  that 
radio   will   be   similarly 
deregulated  soon. 

Here,  the  fear  is 
that  broadcasters  will  run 
amok  and  increase  their 
commercial    time;    reduce 
their   public   affairs   to 
the  bare  minimum;  and  gen- 
erally be  unconcerned  with 
local   needs   (other   than 
what  the  "marketplace" 
demands ) • 

Already,   the   exten- 
sive use  of  a  few  media 
consultants   by   many   sta- 
tions has  resulted  in  some 
degree  of  homogenization 
in  broadcasting.   What 
will   happen   if   the   same 
corporations   own   10,   20, 
perhaps   as   many   stations 
as  they  want?   Satellite 
technology   now   makes   it 
conceivable   that   a   chain 
would  employ  only  one  cen- 
tral  studio   facility   to 

provide  programming  to  all 
its '  stations . 

For   radio.   it   could 
happen  that  no  matter 
which  city  you  may  be  in, 
you'd  hear  the  same  03 
playing  the  same  stuff  at 
the  same  time  of  day.   No 
surprises.   And  there 
would  also  be  fewer   jobs 
for  those  of  us  crazy 
enough  to  be  in  this  bus- 
iness. 

The   American   Broad- 
casting  Company    already 
has  its'  "Talknet"  service 
uhich  provides  all  pro- 
gramming except  drive  time 
to  many  stations  in  large, 
as  u4ell  as  small,  mar- 
kets.    rOetromedia    Inc., 
a  growing  independent  that 
owns  the  TU  26  affiliate 
here,  has  extensive  satel- 
lite  facilities   ready   to 
go   in   Los   Angeles.    The 
hardware  is  in  place.   It 
is  said  that  people's 
minds  are  made  up  in  the 
media  and  they  are  about 
to  give  yours  to  the  media 
giants  in  New  York  and  Los 
Angeles.    The  handful   of 


independent,  noncommercial 
stations   like   KPFT   will 
be  more  important  than 
ever  in  the  faces  of  de- 
regulation. 

The  second  ruling 
(already  passed)  that 
affects  us  the  80-90  rule- 
making that  says  we  must 
upgrade  our  transmission 
facilities  by  the  Spring 
of  1986  or  ue  will  be  re- 
classified as  a  less-than- 
full  power  station.   Spec- 
ifically, our  100,000 
watts  at  451  feet  above 
average   terrain   must   be 

upgraded  to  100,000  watts 
at   1,000   feet   or   higher 
to  avoid  reclassification 
and  to  prevent  the  auth- 
oriation  of  other  stations 
on  our  facilities . 

You   will   be   hearing 
more  about  this  in  the 
coming  months.

Recently,  the  pou/ers- 
that-be  created  a  new  rat- 
ing category,  E^-I^Sj^  de- 
signed to  "protect"  pre- 
teens  from  the  excesses 
of  cer-tain  PG-rated  mou- 
ies.

Perhaps  today's  chil- 
dren haue  been  exposed  to 
so  much  make-belieue  uio- 
lence (from  the  crushed 
and  dynamited  cartoon  Coy- 
ote to  the  legion  sus- 
pects dirtied  by  Harry), 
that  the  most  uiv/id  arti- 
ficially violent  acts  were 
easily  shrugged  off  as 
fakes.    Kids   today   are. 


then,  little  more  than 
the  jaded  descendants  of 
early  filmgoers  who  pan- 
icked in  theaters  when 
uieuiing  films  of  locomo- 
tiv/es  rushing  headlong  to- 
wards them.

The  TU  in  the  hospital 
room  that  keeps  the  sick 
"company"  when  family 
can't  or  won't  visit.  The 
young  single  whose  idea 
of  a  good  time  is  getting 
stoned  alone  and  watching 
n ,  A  .  S  .  H .  ,  Ha r^^T^l  e r_rnoQ re 
and  Kojak--and  worse  yet, 
feeling  like  a  part  of 
Cheers .  Or,  the  pudgies 
clustered  around  the  big 
color  set  at  the  "tavern", 
watching  their  umpteenth 
pigskin  gladiatorial. 

I  f  these  types  all 
seem    desensitized,    it's 


because  real  life  cannot 
ever  hope  to  be  as  "ex- 
citing," unless  the  indi- 
vidual makes  it  happen. 
Some  make  it  happen  with 
knives  and  guns,  and  some, 
with  microprocessors. 

Viewers  of  fictional 
stories  thus  face  a  chal- 
lenge. There  are  those 
who  will  capitalize  on  the 
film  experience  and  use 
it  to  shape  their  lives 
in  a  constructive  sense. 
These  cannot  help  but 
leave  behind  those  who 
will  consider  the  screen 
mere  "entertainment,"  fil- 
ling up  their  time  until, 
perhaps,  they  can  use 
knives  and  guns .

Dog  Days.  We've  all 
heard  that  expression  and 
immediately  think  of  a 
heat  that  resembles  a  vis- 
ible, palpable  animal  life 
hugging  close  to  the 
ground  in  search  of  cool- 
ness . 

I'm  convinced  that 
Nature  created  "dog  days" 
to  get  us  off  our  fast 
tracks  and  provide  an  ex- 
cuse for  our  musings... 
or  the  time  for  reading. 

Science  fiction  writ- 
ers have  managed  to  en- 
courage/channel their  mus- 
ings into  a  genre  that  can 
be  both  entertaining  and 
thoughtful.  In  upcoming 
issues  I  plan  to  profile 
sciences  fiction  authors 
and  their  works,  some 
well-known  and  some  who 
are   fast-becoming   better 


known--such    as    Octavia 
Butler. 

In  a  field  known  for 
addressing  social  issues, 
Butler  brings  a  refreshing 
brand  of  courage  to  her 
examination  of  racial  is- 
sues such  as  genetic  en- 
gineering, and  understand- 
ing the  impact  of  past 
upon  present. 

PATTERN  [RASTER  is  set 
in  a  rugged  terrrain  that 
both  protects  and  threat- 
ens its  inhabitants.   With 
a  subtlety  rare  in  science 
fiction,    Butler    demon- 
strates an  exquisite  weav- 
ing ability  of  her  own  in 
this  tapestry  of  a  prime- 
val world  that  practices 
genetic   control   as   well 
as  fratricide  and  infanti- 
cide to  achieve  racial  su- 
periority . 

Butler  also  reveals 
her  sense  of  folklore 
within  two  strong  and  cen- 
tral characters.  Eschew- 
ing the  typical  ending  be- 
tween these  two,  the  auth- 
or arrives  at  a  resolution 
(which  I'm  not  giving  a- 
way!)  that  is  very  inter- 
esting in  light  of  various 
social  movements  in  prog- 
ress the  year  the  book  was 
published,  1976.

THE  HORSEHEADS,  an  L.A. 
band  that  the  UOLUnATIX 
brought  back  with  them, 
started  things  off  &  were 
easily  the  most  entertain- 
ing band  there  that  night. 

TEX,  singer  and  lead- 
er of  the  band,  remarked 
that  she  had  just  been  at 
the  ugly  shop  all  day  get- 
ting ready  for  the  show; 
with  long,  matted  4  red- 
streaked  hair,  she  could 
only  be  described  as  a 
combination  of  Rickie  Lee 
Jones  and  Patti  Smith  on 
a  bad  acid  trip!
